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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-22 are pending. 
Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-12, drawn to a composition, classified in class 424, subclass 401. 

II. Claims 13-22, drawn to a method of making a nail polish, classified in class 424, 
subclass 61. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
process as claimed can be used to make any kind of paint, such as wall paint or automobile paint. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

Claims 1-22 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising 
a color changing nail polish. In particular, the composition comprises a film forming chemical, a 
plasticizer, a solvent, a colorant, a temperature sensitive colorant, a UV absorber, an additive, a 
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viscosity adjuster, a UV photochromic powder. Possible film forming chemicals include 
nitrocellulose, hydroxyethyl acrylate, butyl acrylate, and n-methoxyethyl acrylate. Possible 
plasticizers include sucrose acetate isobutyrate, dibutyl phthalate, DL-camphor, acrylic resin, and 
petroleum resin. Possible solvents include ethyl acetate, butyl acetate, and isopropanol. Possible 
colorants include yellow no. 4, titanium dioxide, guanine, bismuth oxychloride, mica, aluminum 
powder, iron blue, black oxide of iron, red #6, red #7, and red oxide of iron. Possible 
temperature sensitive colorants include rose, green, brown, fast black, fast blue, gold orange, 
magenta, yellow, pink, turquoise blue, and vermillion. Possible UV absorbers include 
benzophenone. Possible additives include citric acid. Possible viscosity adjusters include 
benzyldimethylsterylarmonirn hectorite. Possible UV photochromic powders include red, 
purple, yellow, and blue. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Note: Applicant is respectfully requested to elect a single species of a film forming 
chemical, a plasticizer, a solvent, a colorant, a temperature sensitive colorant, a UV absorber, an 
additive, a viscosity adjuster, a UV photochromic powder, within the elected group above, for 
examination purposes only. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 
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A telephone call was made to Norton Townsley on 5/9/03 to request an oral election to 
the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR
